built up, The town needed rail- 
ways to bring traffic to it much 
more than in needed street rail- 
ways to carry people from one 
place to another within it. 
The cost of the proposed work

rails and wires were the chief cost 
and the town got nothing from 
them except the teaming from the 
station. The grading. ties, rails 
and poles of two miles of railway 
was a very small affair. He gave 
figures as to the number of ties. 
poles, etc., and the cost of grading 
and tracklaying. He advocated a 
vote of the ratepayers io decide on 
the agreement. 

J. R. Boyle looked on the agree- 
ment as an .eption taken by the 
company on the future of the 
town. At present the prospects of 
having a good sized city here 
within six or seven years was very 
good. For the sake of controlling 
the valuable street and suburban 
franchise heid by the town at that 
time the company was willing to 
risk $25,000° Mr. Tretheway in 
writing of the charter had said 
that the company would lose 
money in operating the road for 
the first few years. How much 
would they lose; If they would 
lose more than $5,000 a year they 
had better pay the forfeit, than 
operate the rnad, and the agree- 
meat left them in a position to do 
so.
